Canadian Section: Their 
Twelfth Annual Meeting was held 
March 9 to 11, at Niagara Falls, 
Ontario. The Manufacturers ex- 
hibited their wares. Delegates 
made an inspection tour of the new 
10 million gallon water filtration 
plant for the City of Niagara Falls, 
located at Chippewa. This modern 
plant has just recently been put into 
service to treat water from the 
Niagara River. They then pro- 
ceeded to the Queenston-Chippewa 
Power Development at Queenston. 
This is the main power plant of the 
Hydro-Electric System, and has a 
capacity of 550,000 H. P. It is also 
the largest single hydro-electric 
power plant in the world. Presi- 
dent Dobbin was there and delivered 
an address at the dinner. 

Montana Section: Their Sev- 
enth Annual Meeting will be held 
April 1 and 2, at Livingston. 
Secretary Herbert B. Foote has 
sent out bulletin No. 3 containing 
items of interest to Montana Section 
members. A Water Works Opera- 
tors School has been inaugurated 
and will meet March 30 and 31, at 
State College, Bozeman. Professor 
W. M. Cobleigh, Dean of the 


Engineering School at Bozeman, is 


enthusiastically planning a program 
of valuable instruction to all men 


who are operating public water 
systems in Montana. He has the 
hearty support of the State Board of 
Health through its Secretary, Dr. 
W. F. Cogswell, and its Sanitary 
Engineer, H. B. Foote. While the 
plans for this school are not yet 
finally determined, the preliminary 
plans show conclusively that the 
instruction to be presented will be 
of great value to all who attend. 
Dean Cobleigh will distribute later 
further information concerning this 
school. The dates of the school 
and of the Water Works Association 
meeting in Livingston have been 
set so that attendance at both will 
be possible. Bozeman and Living- 
ston are within an hour’s ride of 
each other; train service is frequent, 
and the roads are always open. The 
subject matter to be discussed at 
the school, while of interest to 
water works operators and super- 
intendents, will not be duplicated at 
the Livingston meeting, so that 
one need not feel that attendance 
at both meetings will be in any 
manner a waste of time. The two 
institutions are not in any way to 
be confused and the identity of 
either one is distinct from the other. 


It appears to the program com- 
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mittee of the Montana Section, that 
the school will take care of certain 
items of program material which 
have long been desired on associa- 
tion meetings, but for which time 
has not been available. This, there- 
fore, relieves the associational 
program somewhat and allows of a 
complete program in two days in- 
stead of three as has previously 
been necessary.
